D&D COMMISSION TO 
Final submission of findings 


slated for late June 


(GP) EDMONTON - ilighly informed sources have 
indicated that the specially appointed D & D 
commission will terminate its study at the 
Glenrose School Hospital just before the 
longest day of the year. (Newsmen were as- 
sured that there was no significance to this 
also being the shortest night of the year). 


The D & D comnission was appointed to in- 
spect schools and other institutions back 
in the early 1969's. It was then they besan 
looking into the functioning of schools fron 
wrades one to twelve. 


Anong the many other studies carried out 
was one on the implications of the new pro-- 
vineial “Age of Majority" Act. It is now 
known that this study has led the committee 
to state that,"This legislation has removed 
some of the hangovers of the past and re- 


placed it with some of the hangovers of the 
present.

THE DAY-PATIENT DEPARTMENT 


On the day-patient program there are 116 full-time physically handicapped 
students and 25 kindergarten students who attend in two half day groups. 

These students attend daily, Monday to Friday, for schooling and their 
therapy programs. 


This diversity of program takes a good deal of cooperation and teamwork 
among the disciplines concerned and necessitates a master therapy timetable board 
which it is the duty of the day staff to keep updated. 


The day-patient staff, composed of R.N.'s, C.N.A.'s, Ward Aides and Nursing 


Orderlies, are kept busy with general physical care, some specific treatments, emer- 


gency first atd and the serving and supervising of the noon meal in the student dining 
room. 

We have tried for several years to make the noon hour as enjoyable as possible; 
offering supervised play areas, hockey and other active sports in the gymnasium, T.V. and 
quiet games in the kindergarten. More recently we have aquired a playroom for general 
play activities, mainly patronized by the pre-teen age group. During the warm weather 
there is a well-equipped play ground, plus baseballs, bicycles, etc. The day-pattent 
staff have tried to supervise all of these activities, and it sometimes appears to the 
casual observer that the noon hour is very notsy and disorganized, and at times tt does 
seem so, but what group of kids are not notsy?

At the present time volunteers are 
involved tn programs offered by the following departments: Nursing, Psychology, Arts and 
Crafts, Education, Out-Patient, Assessment, and Speech. Volunteers also play an important 


role in all recreation programs.
